LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 



The Commissioners of Emigration respectfully present this their 
Annual Report for the year ending 31st December, 1870. 

On the second day of May, 1870, the present Board entered on 
the performance of its duties, in pursuance of an act passed by your 
Honorable Body on April 26, 1870, entitled "An Act to appoint 
and designate Commissioners of Emigration, and to amend an act 
entitled 'An Act concerning passengers in vessels coming to the 
City of New York,' passed May 5, 1847, and of the various acts 
supplementary to and amendatory thereof. 19 

Vacancies in the number of Commissioners designated in the act 
paving occurred by the resignation of Messrs. Cyrus Curtiss, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, and Edward F. Smith, Messrs. Alexander Frear, 
James "WV Husted, and Andreas Willmann were elected to fill their 
places.

Immediately after the organization of the Board, by-laws were 
adopted for its government, of which a copy is given in the Ap- 
pendix, and the business of the Commission was distributed between 
the following committees, viz. : the Castle Garden Committee, con-

sisting of eight members ; the Ward's Island Committee, consisting 
of eight members ; and the Finance Committee, consisting of six 
members. 

The reports of these committees, which will be found annexed, 
are full and specific, and correctly set forth in detail the transac- 
tions of the Board and of its various departments. 

It is the purpose of the present statement to describe the general 
condition of the institution, and to present in a succinct form, a 
synopsis of these several reports, to which, for more detailed infor- 
mation, the Legislature is respectfully referred. 

The total number of passengers landed at the port of New York 
during the year 1870 was 255,486, of whom 43,316 were citizens or 
persons not subject to bonds or commutation, while 212,170 were 
aliens, for whom commutation was paid or bonds were executed. 

The alien emigration of the past year, as contrasted with that of 
1869, shows a falling off of 45,369. 

The number of- German emigrants arrived last year was 72,350, 
being less by 27,255 than that of the year 1869. 

The number of Irish emigrants arriving iu 1870 was 65,168, show- 
ing a falling off of 1,036 from the year 1869. 

The Board sees with satisfaction the increase in the number of 
steamers over sailing vessels in the carriage of emigrants, and a cor- 
responding decrease in the rate of mortality. 

Out of 194,088 passengers in 1870 in 484 steamers, 155 died, 
being a mortality percentage of .08 against 229,190 passengers in 

1869 in 504 steamers and 210 deaths, showing a mortality percent- 
age of .09; and out of 18,824 passengers in 156 sailing vessels in 

1870 there were 110 deaths, being a mortality of .58, against 28,333 
passengers in sailing vessels in 1869 with 138 deaths, being a rate , 
mortality of .48. 
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Tbe general health of the emigrants was good, the last year being 
marked by the presence of no fatal epidemics. 

The financial condition of the Board is favorable, notwithstanding 
the decrease in the number of emigrants arriving in the last year. 
The number of persons who have received relief from the Commis- 
sion in the year 1870 was 71,579, being about 1,700 less than the 
number so relieved in 1869, while the amount of money received by 
the Commissioners of Emigration from commutation was $531,836.50, 
being $117,526 less than the amount received in the year 1869. 

On the 2d of May, when the present Commissioners entered upon 
their duties, they found in their hands assets to the amount of 
$326,414.68., 

Notwithstanding considerable expenditure of moneys for various 
improvements and additions to the buildings at Castle Garden and 
Ward's Island, the assets to the credif of the Board on the 31st of 
December, 1870, amounted to $356,563.88. Of this sum $50,000 
has been set apart for the payment of the proportion assumed by 
this Commission of the mortgage on the Quarantine and Ward's 
Island property, $80,000 for the erection of the pavilion buildings for 
lunatics, and $30,000 for gas-works, leaving for the current uses of 
the Commission $196,563.88. 

The Board has had under anxious consideration, since its organiza- 
tion in May last, the question of reduction of the amount of commu- 
tation money. 

Many reasons on both sides of the question presented themselves. 
On the' one hand, it was clearly for the benefit of the shipping in- 
terest of the port of New York, as well as in accordance with the 
general convictions of duty towards the emigrant and the State of 
New York entertained by the Board, that not one cent should be 
asked for by, them more than was actually necessary for the due pro- 
tection and support of those whom the State placed in their charge. 

0.i the other hand, the falling off last year in the number of emi- 
grant arrivals has proportionately diminished the annual receipts 
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of the Commission, and if from any cause the decrease of the num- 
ber of emigrants continues during the coming year (1871), 
while the claims for relief on the part of emigrants who have 
heretofore arrived are not reduced, the amount of money in the 
hands of the Commission may fall short of the actual legitimate 
demands upon it, and it may be again, as it was before, forced 
to borrow mouey on • the credit of its members, or to apply to the 
legislature for relief. 

Weighing all these matters, the Board has come to the conclusion 
to run the risk and make the experiment of conducting its business 
on a fund based on the rate of $1.50 instead of $2.60 a head com- 
mutation money, and to endeavor by care and economy, as strict as 
may be compatible with a proper performance of its functions, to make 
the experiment a success. 

They therefore, on February 2 of this year, 1871, adopted the 
following preamble and resolution : 

Wliereas, It is the desire of this Board to conduct its business with the least possible 
expense consistent with due regard to the proper support of the emigrants in its charge 
and with the least possible embarrassment to the shipping interest of the port of New 
York, and 

Whereas, A Committee of the Board, after a conference with the representatives of 
various shipping houses in this city, have reported in favor of a reduction of commuta- 
tion money to .the sum of 91.50, instead of 92.50, the present rate; now, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Board do report to the Legislature of this State, now in session, 
its intention to carry on the business of the Commission on the basis of 91.50 per head 
commutation money, provided the Legislature approves of the same. 

The attention of the Legislature is respectfully called to an in- 
justice under which the Commissioners of Emigration have for years 
suffered, and for which they claim redress. Piior to the passage of 
the act of April 29, 1863, the Quarantine grounds and Marine Hos- 
pital at Staten Island were under the charge of this Commission. 
By virtue of that law a Quarantine Board was established, and the 
Commissioners of Emigration were directed to convey to the State 
all the right, title, and interest which they had in the real estate on 
Staten Island. This property was subject to a mortgage of $200,000, 
covering the former Marine Hospital lands, together with all the 
Ward's Island property held by the Commissioners. The debt was 
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contracted at various times and the mortgage given with the 
express consent of the Governor, Attorney-General, and Comp- 
troller, as required by law during the administration of Governors 
Fish, Hunt, and Morgan. The loan was obtained upon the credit 
of the estimated value of the Quarantine property. The Com- 
missioners thought that if they contributed $50,000 toward the pay- 
ment of the mortgage, it would be fully as much as the relative value 
of the two pieces of property, the equity of the mode of raising, and 
the application of the funds from alien emigrants, would justify. 
As this sum was recommended by the Comptroller, in a report to the 
Legislature, and had been formally approved in an net passed in 
1867, the Commissioners assented to this division of the debt. In 
1868 this property was sold, but the mortgage had not been paid 
off and the amount realized from the sale was directed to be applied 
toward the erection of the new Quarantine structure on the West 
Bank. Thus, although the Commission has received no benefit from 
the lands on Staten Island, and although, since the appointment of 
the Quarantine Commission, the Commissioners of Emigration have 
been relieved of the duties which formerly devolved upon them, yet 
they have been called upon during the past eleven years to pay the 
interest on the whole $200,000, of which $150,000 was debt incurred 
in support of the Marine Hospital and acknowledged as such by the 
Legislature. All applications for the refunding by the State to the 
Commissioners of Emigration of the interest thus paid, amount- 
ing to about $115,000, so that the emigrant money may be 
applied to its legitimate purpose, have thus far proved of no avail, 
and the Commissioners of Emigration continue to pay the yearly 
interest on $150,000 with money of the emigrant diverted from its 
original object. 

CASTLE GARDEN. 

Among the first duties of the Board seemed to be the renovation, 
and, where necessary, alteration of the various out-buildings in the 
Emigrant Depot at Castle Card en. 

They were of wood, and had been erected from time to time 
hastily, without any consistent plan, but as occasion required an in- 
crease of accommodation. They were found to be ill-built, ill-fitted 
for the uses to which they were put, ill-located, and falling fast to 
decay. 
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Some of these were palled down altogether and replaced by more 
suitable erections ; some were enlarged and remodelled. The addi- 
tional space of thirty feet all round the premises at Castle Garden 
granted by the city government to the Commissioners relieved them 
of many difficulties, and much-needed increase of accommodation has 
been obtained, together with more light, more space, and a free and 
wholesome circulation of air. Many other beneficial changes have 
been made, of whjch a detailed account will be found in the annexed 
report of the Castle Garden Committee. 

The care and attention which have recently been bestowed by the 
Department of Parks upon the Battery grounds, and which bid fair to 
restore to more than its ancient beauties that long-neglected prome- 
nade, have been extended also to the Emigrant Depot at Castle' Garden, 
and the Commission is happy in acknowledging the taste and liber- 
ality which have been displayed in their behalf by the Department 
of Parks. 

Valuable improvements have been effected in the Postal and Cor- 
respondence Bureau. 

During the last year 9,723 letters have been received for emi- 
grants, containing money, railroad tickets, or information, and 5,524 
telegraphic messages were sent from the office in Castle Garden, and 
1,563 messages received. 

The amount of money received at Castle Garden for the use of emi- 
grants, and in anticipation of their arrival, during the last year, was 
$35,350, and the amount of money received for their use, in answer 
to letters written from Castle Garden, was $32,487.84. 



RAILROAD FACILITIES IN CASTLE GARDEN. 

The three great lines of communication with the West and South 
— the New York Central, the Erie, and .the Pennsylvania Central — 
have agencies in Castle Garden. By this means the emigrant can, 
on landing, and without leaving the protection of the Commissioners 
of Emigration, procure tickets to his destination, no matter how dis- 
tant. 



THE LABOR BUREAU. 

During the last year the Labor Bureau at Castle Garden has 
been in efficient operation. 

Employment was procured for 27,912 emigrants, of whom 
17,857 were males, and 10,055 were females. 



MONET EXCHANGE.

In order to facilitate the transaction of the business of emi- 
grants, four offices for the exchange of foreign money into American 
currency are established in Castle Garden. 

These offices are under the supervision and control of the Com- 
mission, and are obliged to keep displayed the daily fluctuations in 
the current rates of exchange in Wall street. 

A general improvement has been effected in the conduct of the 
business at Castle Garden, and it is believed by the Board that the 
institution will be found in all respects better prepared than at any 
time before to receive a large emigration, if, as is not improbable, 
further complications in European politics, and further vicissitudes 
in European affairs, may induce many to seek a country where 
free institutions hold out higher hopes to men, of a free career in 
free and peaceful homes. 

Many improvements no doubt remain to be effected, and many 
will suggest themselves in the course of the business of the Commis- 
sion, and these, it is hoped, will be carried out by degrees, with due 
regard to that economy which the diminished amount of commuta- 
tion money will render unavoidable. 



ward's island.* 

A steamboat chartered by the Commissioners leaves Castle Gar- 
den daily at one o'clock p.m., in order to convey any emigrants needing 
support or medical attendance to the State Emigrant Refuge or 
to the Hospitals at Ward's Island. 
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The report, of the Ward's Island Committee, annexed, will show 
the working of that department for the last year. 

The real estate owned by the Commissioners of Emigration on 
Ward's Island consisted of one hundred and twenty-one acres, of 
which a portion was somewhat detached from the rest. The remain- 
der of the Island was owned by the Commissioners of Public Chari- 
ties and Correction, whose land also was not so situated as best to 
serve the interests represented by them. 

In order to facilitate an arrangement which would be mutually 
serviceable to these two institutions, an act of your Honorable Body 
was passed March 25, 1868, entitled "An Act to authorize the ex- 
change of public lands for public uses." 

In pursuance of this act, and after long and careful consideration 
and discussion, terms of exchange were happily agreed on, such as 
are satisfactory to both Boards, and it is believed tend to increase 
the means of public utility of each, and thus after years of incom- 
plete confidence and sympathy, your Board has now the pleasure to 
report that all causes of difference heretofore existing are at an end, 
and there now exist between the two Boards that full and cordial 
understanding and agreement which form the best security for 
their earnest co-operation in all projects for the public good. 



LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

The erection on Ward's Island of a suitable hospital for luna- 
tics has been a subject of grave consideration. 

The accommodation for that purpose now on the Island being 
quite insufficient, the Board took steps to procure plans from com- 
petent architects for a building sufficiently large and commodious 
for the purpose. 

* 

After careful examination of six plans submitted, one was selected, 
specifications prepared, and estimates for the various branches of the 
work invited by notice in the public press. 
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Chi the receipt of these estimates it became evident that the 
building, on the plan selected, .would involve an expense beyond 
that which it would be prudent to incur. 

The project was therefore abandoned, and it was determined by 
the Board to erect instead, frame buildings, which it is believed will 
attain the result sought for with greatly reduced expense. Work 
on these buildings is being rapidly advanced, and they will be ready 
for occupation next spring. 

The plan for these frame buildings, has been examined and ap- 
proved by competent medical authority. 

The appointment of a competent physician to attend specially to 
mental diseases seemed, on many accounts, advisable. The Board 
therefore selected Dr. Henry Riedel, and has every reason to 
believe that, under his charge, this class of unfortunates, will enjoy 
every opportunity of relief and cure. 



SKA-WALL. 

The extension of the sea-wall, of which a part had been built 
before this Board came into office, has added a considerable space- 
nearly two acres — to the property of the Commission. 

The earth necessary for backing the seatfall and filling the interval 
between it and the upland was obtained from the excavation dug for 
the Lunatic Asylum as originally intended, according to the plan 
subsequently abandoned on account of expense. 

In this way the expense thus incurred, although it became in one 
respect unnecessary, yet in another respect has supplied a want and 
conferred a benefit nearly as important. 

* 
The continuous employment given to the able-bodied emigrants 
on this work during the winter has had the best results, and gone 
far to prevent the evils which are sure to occur where a large num- 
ber of men are supported together in idleness. 
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Although the number of well persons supported on Ward's Island 
this winter has been 2,606 more than last year, and in excess of 
1854, hitherto the year causing the heaviest charge on the Commis- 
sion, yet there have been none of the disturbances and dissatisfac- 
tion among them, which have been common in former years. 

The present imperfect lighting of .the buildings at Ward's Island 
by kerosene and other means more or less hazardous, is a continual 
source of danger, and anxiety to the Commission. 

It is in contemplation, therefore, as soon as possible, to erect gas- 
works on the Island. By this means, the risk of loss and the expense 
of insurance will be materially lessened. 

It is under consideration to establish telegraphic communication 
between Castle Garden and Ward's Island. This would be a mani- 
fest convenience, not only to the emigrant, but to the Board, en- 
abling a closer and stricter supervision of all the departments. 



SANITARY CONDITION. 

The Board refers with pride and satisfaction to the reports of the 
Surgeon in-chief, J. Murray Carnochan, and that of' the Physician-in- 
chief, George Ford, to be found in the Appendix. 

It will be seen therefrom that in the former department the death- 
rate has been unprecedentedly low, and in the latter will compare 
favorably with that of any other institution of the kind. The intro- 
duction of further hospital accommodation of baths, water-closets, 
etc., will, it is hoped, be attended w r ith increased good results. 

Taking into consideration the present general condition of all the 
departments into which the business of the Commission id distributed, 
the efficiency, of the various officers, and the completeness of the 
system under which they are organized, the Board is happy to 
believe that the institution was never in so favorable a position to 
render to the emigrant the aid and protection which it was the 
generous design of the State of New York to afford him* 
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During the twenty-four years that have passed since this Commis- 
sion was, by the laws of this State, called into existence, four and 
a half millions of emigrants have arrived at the port of New York, 
and have received more or less of the care and protection of the 
Commission. 

During that time, 1,320,012 emigrants have been cared for by it 
in sickness and supported, and provided with suitable employment. 

By its means disease" has been met, and prevented from entering 
into the City of New York and spreading through the United 
States. 

All necessary real estate has been acquired and improved— educa- 
tion has been provided for the young — hospitals and houses of refuge 
for the sick and destitute ; and all this has been done out of means 
provided by the emigrants themselves, and without costing the 
people of this State one dollar. 

\ 

An institution which has done so much in the past, will, it is hoped, 
long continue growing always in utility and beneficence, and ful- 
filling, with ever increasing efficiency, the generous intentions of the 
people of the State of New York. 

The Board take pleasure in acknowledging the efficient services 
endered by their various officers and employes daring the past year. 

They are in this respect especially indebted to Mr. Bernard Cas- 
serly, the able and efficient Superintendent, who has been connected 
with the Commission since its first origin, and who brings to his 
labors all the experience acquired during twenty-four years of service 
in behalf of the emigrant ; to Colonel Cantador, the Deputy Su- 
perintendent, to N. H. Jackson, the Treasurer, to L. R. Welles, the 
Warden at Ward's Island, to Drs. J. M. Carnochan, John Dwyer, 
George Ford, Philip Essroger, Henry Riedel, and Ernest Schilling, 
the surgical and medical staff, whose skill and attention have been 
attended with most satisfactory results. 
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The Commissioners of Emigration cannot close their report with- 
out putting on record the testimony of their respect for the charac- 
ter and services of that distinguished gentleman who, in the early 
part of the last year, presided over the Board. 

On the 18th of March, 1870, Gulian 0. Verplanck departed this 
life, full of years and full of honors. 

Through all of a long and active career, in which he filled, with 
remarkable merit, many offices of high public trust, there was no 
philanthropic purpose which absorbed more of his thoughts, or to 
which he devoted himself with greater enthusiasm and attention, 
than the care and protection of emigrants arriving in this State. 
Since 1848, the year after the first organization of this Board, to the 
day of his death he was its honored President, aiding it by the wis- 
dom of his counsel and the weight of his character ; and although 
but one member of the Board as now constituted had the honor to 
be associated with him in his labors, all of the Board are familiar 
with his worth and heartily join in this token of respect to the 
memory of Gulian C. Verplanck.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Under the laws of the State of New York, all emigrant or 
steerage passengers arriving at this port are required to be landed 
at the Castle Garden Emigrant Landing Depot. 

There were landed at this port during t the. year 1870 — 255,486 
passengers, of whom 43,316 were citizens or persons not subject to 
bonds or commutation, and 212,170 aliens, for whom bonds were 
executed or commutation-money paid. 

Of this number there were landed at Castle Garden 213,554 
steerage or third-class passengers, including 10,223 who were 
citizens, and 203,331 aliens, who arrived from 17 different ports 
by 533 vessels — an average of about 401 passengers to each 
vessel.' Of these vessels 431 were steamers, with an aggregate of 
195,141, and au average of about 453 passengers each; the remain- 
ing 102 were sailing vessels, bringing 18,413 passengers and aver- 
aging about 180 per ship. 
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The steady increase in the number of steamers over sailing vessels 
carrying emigrants still continues, with marked beneficial effect on 
the health of the passengers. Out of 194,088 passengers in 484 
steamers, 155 died, being a mortality percentage of .08; while 
among 18,824 passengers on 156 sailing vessels, there were 110 
deaths, being a mortality percentage of .58. 

As compared with the figures of 1869, there is a falling off pf 
45,369 in the arrivals of aliens, a result doubtless attributable to the 
present European war, the decrease being mainly confined to the latter 
half of the year and to the emigration from Germany. The number of 
emigrants that arrived from Germany was 72,350, which is less by 
27,255 than in 1869. From Ireland there were 65,168, showing a 
falling off of 1,036 only. The English immigration comes next in 
magnitude, aggregating 38,340, but exhibiting in common with most 
other nationalities a considerable decrease from the exceptionally 
large figur.es of the preceding year. 

A tabular view is subjoined of the numbers of emigrants relieved 
by the Commission in 1870 at the Landing Depot, and by its several 
agents, and in the various counties throughout the State.

After every passenger vessel arrives at Quarantine, and has been 
inspected by the Health Officer of the port, and the sick, if any, 
have been taken off and transferred by steamer to hospitals, where 
they are cared for by and at the expense of the Commissioners of 
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Emigration, the Boarding Officer of this department, who reaches 
the vessel immediately after the Health Officer, comes up on her 
and makes report to the Superintendent at Castle Garden as to 
number of passengers, deaths (if any) during the voyage, and sick 
(if any) transferred to hospital, with other particulars. 

m 

The passengers are, after examination of themselves and their 
luggage by the customs, transferred without delay to the Emigrant 
Landing Depot. 

The premises at Castle Garden constituting the Landing Depot 
are well adapted in point of location to the purposes of a landing 
place for emigrants. To its wharf they are brought directly, by 
barge or tug, from the vessel in which they arrived, and, after 
examination by a medical officer, are ushered at once into the 
Rotunda. This is a large roofed circular space, comprising the 
whole interior of the Castle Garden proper, well warmed, lighted, 
and ventilated, and will hold about four thousand people. Here the 
newly-arrived emigrant finds facilities for supplying every immediate 
want without leaving the depot. A restaurant furnishes him with 
plain, well-cooked food at reasonable prices. Exchange brokers are 
at hand' to change his gold and silver, if he so desires, into United 
States currency. To guard against the possibility of extortion, the 
market rates and the daily fluctuations of foreign exchange are 
marked on boards conspicuously placed, and the broker is required 
in every case to give the emigrant a written memorandum in 
his own language of the transaction. Agents of all the 
great trunk lines radiating from New York have offices 
in the depot, where emigrants can procure tickets at the 
lowest rates to any part of the United States or Canada. 
In case they wish to depart immediately, their baggage, labelled and 
checked, and themselves are conveyed by water, and without extra 
charge, to the railroad or steamboat depot. Should they design re- 
maining in the city or the vicinity, an expressman, admitted to the 
depot, delivers their luggage at any point in New York, Brooklyn, 
or Jersey City at a moderate rate of charges approved by the Com- 
mission. All these departments are conducted by responsible per- 
sons, who, though not officers of the Commission, are subjected to its 
control, and required to conform to its regulations. The express- 
man, in addition, is required to give bonds to insure against loss of 
baggage. Such emigrants as desire temporary lodgings in the city

are referred to respectable boarding-house keepers, privileged to 
enter the Rotunda for this purpose, and kept under constant and 
strict surveillance by the Commission. Before the emigrants leave 
the Rotunda, the names are called of those who have letters or friends 
awaiting them, and who at once receive the former or are delivered to 
the care of the latter. For those who wish to communicate imme- 
diately with friends at a distance there is a Telegraph Office in the 
depot, and cleVks, understanding every Continental language, are ready 
to conduct their correspondence. A temporary hospital, with a physi- 
cian and nurses always in attendance, receives any who may be ill on 
arrival or suddenly attacked after entering the depot, or who may 
be brought to it sick from the city, until they can be removed to the 
establishment at Ward's Island. 

The depot, besides, is furnished with all other conveniences in the 
way of wash-rooms and water-closets, is kept open at all hours, and is 
guarded by a force of police during the day, and of watchmen during 
the night. Every precaution is taken to insure the comfort and 
safety of emigrants so long as they are in charge of your Commit- 
tee, and the officers of the Landing Depot, as well as every other 
person admitted to it in an official capacity, are required to treat 
emigrants with kindness and consideration. Any grave infraction of 
this rule is punished by dismissal or exclusion from the depot. Your 
Committee are able to report that no complaint of this nature has yet 
been brought to their notice. A more detailed account of the opera- 
tions of the Landing Depot, and of the regulations enforced in it, is 
given in the Appendix to this Report. 

The railroad agents, expressmen, boarding-house keepers, res- 
taurant keepers, and exchange brokers referred to above, though in 
no case permitted to be officers of the Commission, are subject to its 
control and obliged to comply with its rules. 

Sinee the organization of your Committee, many necessary im- 
provements have been made in the buildings and offices comprised 
in the Landing Depot. Permission has been obtained from the 
City authorities to fence in thirty additional feet of ground all round 
the premises. This furnishes a wide and commodious roadway 
for the tracks and wagons of the' baggage delivery to and from 
the baggage-room, without the necessity, formerly existing, of pass- 
ing from one part of the inclosure to another through the Battery 
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grounds. A new fence has been put up around the premises, 
securing entire isolation and more thorough protection to the emi- 
grant. 

The old building formerly occupied as quarters for the police offi- 
cers and a janitor's residence, and another building occupied by the 
offices of the Physician and the Forwarding Bureau, have been 
torn down. This has given room for a much-needed extension 
of the Labor Bureau. By this extension, in addition to sitting- 
rooms for the engaged male and female emigrants, while 
waiting for their employers, ampler accommodation for the Forward- 
ing Bureau and the transaction of the business of this important 
branch of the Landing Depot is obtained. The Physician's office 
has been neatly and substantially rebuilt of wood, the Information 
Bureau has been enlarged, and a new staircase to the offices of 
the Department erected. 

Improved accommodations have also been provided for the 
Matrons and for the Custom-house officers. Seats have been 
placed for emigrant railroad passengers in the Waiting Room, 
where also it is in contemplation to remove the railroad ticket 
offices so soon as the necessary arrangements can be made. 

Trees have been planted in the inclosure, the fence and many of 
the buildings repainted, and, so far as possible, the outward appear- 
ance of the establishment will be renovated and made to conform 
with the ornamentation of the Battery grounds by the Commissioners 
of Public Parks. 

The organization of the Landing Department, your Committee 
found to be in most respects well adapted to its purpose, and 
they have deemed it unwise to change it in any material feature, 
except to define the duties of the several bureaus, and thereby add 
to their efficiency. The Boarding, Landing, Registering, Informa- 
tion, and Forwarding Bureaus, the Labor Exchange, and the Medi- 
cal Bureau and the Examining Physician, all under control of a 
Superintendent, still continue to discharge, as formerly, the several 
duties indicated by their titles, and which are set forth in the 
Appendix. But changes have been made in some minor points, 
which, it is thought, will add to the comfort of the emigrant and 
facilitate the transaction of business. 
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Soon after entering on their duties, your Committee saw the 
importance and necessity of having a Physician in constant attend- 
ance on the premises, to prescribe for sudden cases of sickness which 
may arise at any hour of the day or night, either among emi- 
grants who may be in the Depot, or who may be brought to it from 
the city. 

A resident House Physician has therefore been added to the estab- 
lishment. This appointment does not create a new office or in- 
crease the expenses of the department, for the reason that the pres- 
ent House Physician, in addition to the duties imposed on him under 
his title, acts as Physician for examining bondable cases and for 
visiting sick emigrants in the city, which duties were heretofore 
performed by the examining physician. 

To provide proper accommodations for this officer the old one- 
story building used for destitute emigrants while awaiting trans- 
portation to Ward's Island was torn down and a neat and commodi- 
ous two-story frame building erected on its site. The upper story 
furnishes comfortable apartments for the Physician and the family 
of the Matron, while the lower floor has been divided into sitting- 
rooms for males and females, with compartments for male and female 
lunatics. A separation of the mentally diseased from the sane 
emigrants at the Castle Garden Department is by this arrangement 
for the first time attained. 

The facilities for receiving, distributing, and answering' emigrant 
correspondence were found to be defective. As many thousand 
letters, to and from emigrants and their friends, pass through 
this department every year, often with valuable inclosures (the num- 
ber of such letters received last year being 9,723, containing 
$67,838.62), great care is necessary to prevent delay and mistakes. 
Hitherto, this correspondence has come within the general purview of 
the Landing Bureau, the multifarious duties of which made impossi- 
ble the strict supervision required. In order, therefore, to secure 
promptness of delivery and to guard against loss of letters addressed 
to immigrants, a Postal Bureau has been created and placed in charge 
of a postmaster and an assistant. 

Two neat octagonal edifices have been constructed in the Rotunda, 
in connection Tvith the Landing Bureau, to serve as post-offices, fur- 
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nished with suitable letter-boxes, and with signs in the various Con- 
tinental languages. As an additional precaution, the Warden of 
Ward's Island transmits weekly to the Superintendent a list of all 
inmates for whom letters were written for money remittances at the 
Landing Depot, previous to their transfer to Ward's Island, with 
address of friends and other particulars. These lists are compared 
with the records of the Department, and thus any errors may be 
corrected and delays avoided. 

Fresh restrictions have also been placed on the boarding-house 
keepers admitted to the Landing Depot. The number of these is now 
limited to seventy-five. At a season when the tide of emigration was 
at its height these seventy-five houses were ascertained to be receiv- 
ing an average of not more than six emigrants per day, a fact which 
disproves the necessity of any increase, while the smaller the number 
of these houses the more thorough can be the surveillance and con- 
trol exercised over them by the officers of the Commission. Boarding- 
house keepers are now required, under penalty of exclusion from 
Ca6tle Garden, to report daily to the Superintendent the names of all 
emigrants whom, they may receive into their respective houses from 
the Landing Depot, together with the time of departure and the 
destination. From time to time each boarding-house is thoroughly 
inspected; and whenever the health, character, or interest of the 
inmates may seem likely to suffer, the proprietor is at once deprived 
of his badge of admission and excluded from the Landing Depot. 

In regard to the City Baggage Delivery, provided in the establish- 
ment for the accommodation of emigrants remaining in the city or 
vicinity, much dissatisfaction was found to exist and many complaints 
were received by your Committee. 

Its management was therefore changed in June last, and the new 
manager required to give a bond with two sureties in the sum of 
$5,000, to insure emigrants against loss or injury to property. A 
moderate tariff of charges was fixed for the transportation of bag- 
gage, from which no deviation is permitted. This transportation 
of baggage does not refer to the luggage of passengers going by rail- 
road, which is handled, trucked, and conveyed from the Depot with- 
out cost to the emigrant. 

In the matter of procuring supplies an alteration has been 
effected which it is believed will be a great improvement. Prior 
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to last June, supplies for this Department had been purchased 
by a mercantile firm, which was allowed a commission upon all 
purchases made. Your Committee thought that a greater economy 
and efficiency would be attained by the appointment of a purchasing 
agent, whose salary should be fixed, and who should be more 
directly under control of the Committee. In the selection of an 
agent, the choice already made by the Ward's Island Committee 
was concurred in. ■ . 

To' insure exact punctuality among employes, a time-book was 
opened last July in the Superintendent's office, in which every 
officer of the department is required daily to record his name, 
together with the hours of his arrival and departure. 

The change in the method of transporting emigrants to Ward's 
Island by water, instead of by land, as formerly, presents many 
advantages, especially in increase of comfort to the sick. A steanr- 
boat leaves Castle Garden daily, at 1 p.m., for this purpose. Still 
further to promote the efficiency of the joint working of the two 
Departments, it is recommended that they be connected by tele- 
graph. 

As the Landing Depot is about six miles distant from Ward's 
Island, telegraphic connection would enable inmates of the latter 
department to be forwarded to their destination on the same day on 
which remittances or money orders may have been received for 
them at Castle Garden. Opportunity will also be given of answer- 
ing without delay, inquiries made at Castle Garden, either in person 
or by letter, relative to inmates of Ward's Island. And, generally 
speaking, the transmission of correspondence and the transaction of 
all other business between the two departments will be quickened. 

While this improvement may at first slightly add to the expenses 
of the Board, yet the great advantages certain to accrue from it, 
both to the Commission and the emigrant, justify your Committee in 
urging this recommendation. Its adoption will, they believe, prove 
in the end a pecuniary benefit to the Commutation Fund, and the 
emigrant, by enabling the latter to begin remunerative labor for 
himself, and to relieve the Commission of his support one day, at 
least, sooner than can be done under the present system. 

In addition to the regular weekly meetings of your Committee, 
some member of it visits the Landing Depot almost daily. Such

additional changes and improvements will be made, from time to 
time, as experience suggests, or as the welfare of the emigrant 
demands. 

The reports of the Superintendent and the chief officers of the sev- 
eral bureaus which will be found in the Appendix, present a de- 
tailed aceount of the business transacted at the Landing Department 
during the year. The more interesting of these may be concisely 
stated as follows : 

The Information Bureau was instrumental in delivering to their 
friends nearly twelve per cent, of all the emigrants landed. Of this 
number, there were 3,025 husbands who received their wives, and 272 
wives who received their husbands ; 781 parents regained their chil- 
dren, 991 children were restored to their parents, and 3,883 found 
brothers or sisters awaiting them. 

The report of the Forwarding Bureau shows that there were 
received for emigrants during the year 9,723 letters containing 
money, tickets, or information. The amount received in anticipa- 
tion of arrival of emigrants, to be applied to their forwarding, was 
$35,350.78, and in answer to letters written from the Landing Bureau, 
$32,487.84. Though the aggregate amount falls short of that received 
in 1869 nearly one third, yet a greater percentage were forwarded 
in 1870 than in the preceding year. The reason of this discrepancy 
is explained in the report of the Forwarding Bureau, to be found in 
the Appendix. 

The Telegraph Operator reports that 5,524 messages were sent 
during the year, and 1,563 received. 

In the Labor Bureau employment was procured for 27,912 emi- 
grants, of whom 17,857 were males and 10,055 females. Of the former 
3,186 were mechanics, and 14,671 agricultural and unskilled laborers. 
Of the latter 306 were skilled operatives, and 9,749 were house ser- 
vants. In the whole number were included 355 families of 991 per- 
sons. 

As compared with the results of the preceding year these figures 
show availing off of 7,043. This decrease is more particularly ob- 
servable in the department of unskilled labor, and may be traced to a 
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variety of causes, prominent among which are suspension of railroad 
construction and similar public works and influx of Chinese labor. 
Skilled artisans and farmers have been eagerly sought for, and the 
supply has been wholly inadequate to the demand. 

The records preserved in the Registering Bureau, of the avowed 
destination of passengers, show that of the entire number landed 
76,659 were bound to the State of New York, 38,861 to New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware, 14,096 to the Eastern States, 6,065 
to the Southern States, and 1 3,3 8 1 to the Western and North-western 
States. 

These figures, however, only approximately represent the number 
who actually settle in each State, since many who declare their desti- 
nation to be in the Eastern States, design remaining only temporarily, 
preparatory to removing further west. 

Your Committee deem it proper to remark that the advantages 
to emigrants landing at the Castle Garden Emigrant Depot and 
intending to travel further, are such as no other port in the United 
States can offer. BJere they have the choice of three great lines of 
railroad, the New York Central, the Erie, and the Pennsylvania 
Central, to the several agents of which the same facilities are 
furnished for the transaction of their business. As an evidence 
of this, these three agents employ jointly one set of officials and 
occupy the same offices in a portion of the Landing Depot allotted 
to them rent free for this purpose. No preference or partiality is 
shown to the representatives of either road, and, except so far as 
the welfare or comfort of the emigrant may require, they are not in- 
terfered with. The emigrant selects among them the route which 
best suits his convenience, and no compulsion is permitted in this free 
exercise of his choice. Secure against improper influences, the 
emigrant may, if he so desires, begin from the wharf at Castle 
Garden his journey to any part of the Continent or of the world 
with a degree of comfort, security, and cheapness which he will find 
in no other American port. 

Applications have been made to your Committee by representa- 
tives of certain Western roads with which the trunk lines from 
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New York connect, for permission to have agents in Castle Garden. 
These overtures, after due consideration, were declined. 

As these remote roads must necessarily transact their business 
through the trunk lines, there seemed no reason for their admission, 
sufficiently strong to counterbalance the complications and jealousies 
which their presence would be sure to occasion. Their competi- 
tion could result' only in distraction and annoyance to the emigrants, 
and by no possibility in any reduction of emigrant fares. 

For somewhat similar reasons the privilege formerly conceded to 
certain land companies of being represented in the Landing Depot 
has been rescinded. As the great majority of emigrants arrive 
here with their destination already fixed, they would only be bewil- 
dered and unsettled by the importunities of rival land agents, and if, 
being induced by the representations of these persons, an emigrant 
should settle on the land of any such company and find himself de- 
ceived or disappointed, the blame would inevitably fall on this 
Commission. Your Committee have thought it wise to permit no 
sort of negotiation or bargain under color of their authority, with 
. emigrants, which is not essential to the supply of their immediate 
and temporary wants. 

Your Committee have not ceased their efforts to effect a general 
reduction in the prices of emigrant railroad tickets, and they have 
good reason to believe that success will shortly crown their* labors. 

• 

In the matter of special bonds and county claims your Committee 
early introduced important reforms tending to increased vigilance 
and care, which they believe have already resulted to the advantage 
of the Commission. Difficulty had frequently been experienced in 
collecting from steamship companies the moneys due for aged or 
helpless emigrants, in cases where special bonds for their support 
hfid not been exacted from the masters of the vessels from which they 
landed. The advice of the counsel to the Board, being had upon the 
matter, was to the effect that " the non-execution of such bonds, with 
the consent of the Commissioners of Emigration, was virtually a 
waiver of their right." It was accordingly recommended by your 
Committee that hereafter the execution of special bonds should in- 
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variably be enforced in the case of persons belonging, at the time of 
their embarkation, to any of the following classes : Blind or lame per- 
sons, cripples, lunatics, persons over the age of sixty years and infirm, 
women with a child or children and without a husband, and women 
without a husband, who may be enceinte and be delivered of a child 
within two months from their embarkation and the sailing of the 
vessel. 

The indemnity claims presented by various counties in the State 
for relief afforded to emigrants chargeable to the Commission are 
subjected to close scrutiny. The necessity for this was made mani- 
fest when, under the direction of your Committee, the different insti- 
tutions and counties preferring such claims were visited by an agent 
of the Board, and in some cases relief was found to have been given 
in violation of the regulations and explicit instructions of the Com- 
missioners of Emigration. In other instances, larger amounts had 
been claimed by the local authorities than they had actually dis- 
bursed. Recipients of relief in some counties, on being offered trans- 
portation and support at Ward's Island in lieu of pecuniary assist- 
ance, failed to avail themselves of the privilege, evincing a sudden 
aptitude for work, or finding friends able and willing to maintain 
them. Under the vigilant system established by your Committee, , 
these evils, it is believed, will be checked, if not entirely repressed. 

x It has come to" the notice of your Committee that many unjust 
and improper demands are made upon the resources of the Com- 
mission, for the prevention of which special legislation may be 
required. » Cases frequently arise where emigrants who have shipped 
as sailors at European ports and worked their passage to New York, 
have subsequently become chargeable to the Commutation Fund, 
to which they have contributed nothing. To remedy this abuse, a 
bond or head-money should be exacted from the vessel and owners 
for every landsman so shipped for the outward passage only, as an 
alien coming to the country for the first time and in reality desiring 
to emigrate, as in the case of the ordinary emigrants. If this is not 
practicable, then the Trustees of the Seamen's Fund and Retreat 
should by law be required to provide for them as for other seamen. 

It has also happened during the year that emigrants who had 
landed at New York, and subsequently acquired a legal residence 
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not only in neighboring but also in Western and North-western 
States, have been returned to the charge of this Commission. 

Payment of commutation money is likewise evaded in many in- 
stances by landing at another port, emigrants destined for this port, 
and afterwards conveying them hither by steamboat or railroad. 
To this class of emigrants the Commissioners are unable to render 
any assistance, being expressly prohibited by the law under which 
they act, from disbursing the Commutation Fund for the benefit of 
any who have not contributed to it. Emigrants so arriving are thus 
deprived of the benefits and safeguards of the Landing Depot and 
the resources of the Ward's Island establishment. It often happens 
that for the express purpose of evading the bonds or commutation 
money, emigrants desiring to land at New York, are carried to 
other ports without their knowledge, and forwarded hither by in- 
land transportation. This is especially the case in respect to Boston, 
where, although head-money is exacted, it is returned to the ship- 
owner, not to the emigrant, in case he leaves the State within 
forty-eight hours after landing. It is the opinion of your Commit- 
tee that railroad and steamboat corporations should be required to 
pay head-money for all emigrants so transported to their destination 
at this city from other ports, in order that they may be entitled to all 
the benefits and advantages of this Commission.

There have been cared for in the institutions of the Commission- 
ers of Emigration on Ward's Island during the past year 16,601 
immigrants, as follows :

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This is the largest number ever received in the establishment 
daring any one year, being 2,690 in excess of last year, and 651 
more than in 1857, hitherto the heaviest year. 

Soon after the entrance of the present Ward's Island Committee 
on their duties it became apparent that a thorough organization of 
the Ward's Island Department was necessary to its efficiency. The 
discipline was found to be lax, and the dietary in many respects 
insufficient and improper, while no adequate check was placed on 
the receipt and distribution of supplies through the store-room. 
The storekeeper's office in fact existed only in name, as the person 
holding it was not required to keep any account of its transactions 
other than memoranda of his receipts and distributions, without 
specifying values. No record by which the expenditures of the 
Island could be ascertained was kept either here or in the office of 
the Superintendent, and requisitions for supplies other than the 
regular weekly ones were made as occasion required, and no par- 
ticular form was used for the several branches of the Department. 

Re-organization was accordingly effected upon the following basis : 

The government of the establishment is vested in a Warden, with 
undivided responsibility, under the direction of the Ward's Island 
Committee. 

The establishment is divided into the following departments : 

The Refuge, imder charge of the Warden. 

The Hospital, under charge of a physician-in-chief and a surgeon- 
in-chief. 

The Lunatic Asylum, under charge of a physician. 

The store, under charge of a store-keeper. 

It seems an absolute necessity that these different departments 
should be separated by sharp limits, and placed each under its own 
executive officer, who should be responsible for his official conduct to 
your Committee, and the details of whose duties should be defined by 
rules and by-laws. 

The head of each department makes semi-monthly requisitions 
upon the store-keeper, which, together with his own requisition, the 
latter transmits to your Committee for their consideration and action. 
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On approval the requisitions are returned to the store-keeper, who 
then distributes the articles called for to the various departments, 
together with proper invoices, specifying the amount and value of 
each article. 

These invoices, certified and receipted by the heads of departments, 
are returned to the stores-keeper, and by him to the Commissioners 
of Emigration, as his vouchers. 

The regular supplies for the establishment are furnished on requi- 
sitions of the store-keeper, countersigned by the Warden, and ap- 
proved by the chairman of the Ward's Island Committee. All goods 
purchased on such requisitions are sent with the invoice to the store- 
keeper, who, if on examination he finds it correct, certifies the invoice, 
and returns it to the Warden for transmission to the Board for pay- 
ment, keeping copies of all bills in a book prepared for the purpose. 

The accounts of the store are kept in the following books : 

The Requisition Book, 
The Distribution Book, 
The Invoice Book, 
The Ledger. 

The Ledger contains the stock account of goods. All accounts 
are rendered monthly and annually. 

By a careful adherence to system, and by the appointment of a 
purchasing agent, your Committee have been able to effect a great 
improvement in the quality without increasing the cost of the sup- 
plies required for the Department. The farm produces a large 
portion of the vegetables required for the use of the establishment. 
The value of the produce last year is estimated at $9,920.93. 

Stringent police regulations have been put in force for the govern- 
ment of the establishment. Two officers, clothed by the Municipal 
Police Commissioners with the same powers of arrest as their reg- 
ular officers, and four watchmen patrol the establishment night and 
day. These arrangements are sufficient to suppress any attempt at 
outbreak or disorder. 

A more generous dietary has likewise been adopted, the beneficial 
effect of which is evident in the improved sanitary condition of the 
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inmates. The dietary table being conspicuously posted in the wards, 
the inmates are thus enabled to know when, any departure is made 
from the rule jn regard to the quality and quantity of food served 
them, and to demand redress. Any inmate may have a hearing of 
the Warden at any reasonable hour, or of any member of the Com- 
mittee or the Board when visiting the Island. 

Notwithstanding the unexampled pressure on the resources of the 
establishment, the careful classification and strict system introduced 
by your Committee have enabled them to meet every demand. In 
the Refuge are received destitute well emigrants, nursing women, 
and children. The able-bodied among .these are put to work .upon 
the grounds of the establishment whenever the weather will permit, 
the women and children being required to do suitable light labor 
in the Refuge and Nursery Building. This is thought advisable, not 
only that the well inmates may contribute to their support, but 
mainly to secure them against the formation of the pernicious habits 
and mischievous impulses which idleness is sure to engender. There 
were cared for in the Refuge during the past year 8,962, of whom 
58 (all infants in charge of their mothers) died, being a mortality 
percentage of 64. 

To the Hospital are sent the sick, properly classified into conta- 
gious and non-contagious cases. The fever wards are situated near 
the water on the north end of the island, isolated from the rest of 
the establishment. 

In the Hospital the pavilion system has been generally followed. 
It is believed that in their internal arrangements, and in the results 
obtained, these hospitals will compare favorably with the best in 
this countiy or in Europe. During the past year there were treated 
in the Medical Department 7,904 inmates, of whom 6,795 were dis- 
charged cured and 420 died, showing a mortality percentage of 
5.31 — about 2 per cent, less than last year. 

t 

The rate of mortality in the Refuge and Hospital together was 
6.05, being .05 less than last year. Out of 561 cases of typhus and 
typhoid fever, 58 or 10.33 per cent, died, being 1.64 less than in 
1869. 

In the Surgical Department, where 2,860 cases were treated, the 
rate of deaths was 1.34 per cent. 
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The Lunatic Asylum has caused your Committee much solicitude 
and thought. For some time it has been evident that ampler 
accommodations were needed for the proper treatment of insane 
emigrants. A plan was adopted for the erection of a new asylum, 
which, however, on examination, it was found would involve an 
expenditure of over half a million of dollars, a much greater outlay 
than the original estimate or than the resources of the Commissioners 
would permit. 



It was then resolved to erect a number of frame pavilions, which 
would, at a comparatively moderate cost, furnish all the necessary 
room, with the best possible opportunity for the proper separation 
and isolation of patients. It is estimated that seven such pavilions, 
embracing a residence for the physician, and a kitchen and laundry, 
can be constructed for about $80,000. 



In the mean time, and until these buildings are ready for occupa- 
tion, measures have been taken to secure a more careful and 
scientific treatment of this class of patients. New rules (to be 
found in the Appendix) have been adopted, regulating the reception 
of lunatic emigrants, and, in addition to the old and overcrowded 
Lunatic Asylum, two unoccupied wards have been set apart for 
their reception. The whole has been placed in charge of Dr. Henry 
Reidel, a gentleman of ability and experience in the diagnosis of 
mental diseases. His report, to be found in the Appendix, presents 
the results for the year. One abuse he refers to, which your Com- 
mittee desire to press on the attention of the Board, with a view to 
securing proper legislation for its prevention. 



There is reason to believe that idiots and imbeciles are systemat- 
ically sent to this country from Europe, by relatives or local author- 
ities, in order to shift on this Commission the burden of their 
support. This is a matter which seems to call for Federal interposi- 
tion. In any international treaty hereafter to be made for the pro- 
tection of immigrants on the high sea, such deportation of paupers 
and convicts, which makes this country, or rather the City of New 
York, a penal colony for Europe, ought to be expressly prohib- 
ited. 
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In the Lunatic Asylum last year, including 136 remaining on the 
1st of January, 1870, there were treated 361 patients, namely, 177 
males and 184 females, being 39 more than during the previous 
year. Of this number 292 were discharged cured or improved 
(being 76 more than in 1869), 28 were transferred to the care of the 
Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction (their time having 
expired), and 19 died, leaving at the end of the year 122, of whom 
68 were females and 54 males. 

The following summary gives the aggregate results of the prac- 
tice, both medical and surgical, during 1870. The details, as to the 
nature of diseases and other matters, will be found in the reports 
of the medical and surgical officers in the Appendix. 



Oared for in Hospital during 1870 (including 640 remaining on the 1st of 

January, 1870), together with 447 births 8,265

These numbers include only those cases which required regular 
hospital treatment. Chronic cases, or such as necessitated only 
occasional attention, are classed under the Refuge Department. 

The Hospitals continue in charge of Dr. George Ford, Physician- 
in-chief, and Dr. J. Murray Carnochan, Surgeon-in-chief. These 
gentlemen have for many years filled these positions under the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, and to their professional skill and care 
the efficiency of the Hospital is largely due. Although many capital 
operations are yearly performed by the Surgeon-in-chief, not a single 
untoward effect has resulted from the use of anaesthetics. The treat- 
ment of purulent ophthalmia, introduced by Dr. Carnochan many 
years ago, has been eminently successful, as the statistics of the Sur- 
gical Department show. The chief-physician and chief-surgeon have 
been ably assisted by Drs. John Dwyer and Philip Essroger. In 
the deliberations of the Medical Board Dr. Ernest Schilling, the con- 
sulting physician, has rendered important service. 

All supplies of whatsoever nature intended for the use of the 
establishment are received in the store. This has been refitted and 
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enlarged, and a residence provided for the store-keeper, so that he 
may be always in attendance on the island. 

New regulations have been put in force regarding the reception 
and departure of inmates and visitors. No person is. permitted 
to enter the grounds of the Commission without a written pass 
signed by some member. of the Board or by the Superintendent at 
Castle Garden, and no inmate is allowed to leave the island without 
a written pass signed by the Warden or his deputy. Visitors are 
admitted on passes from the Superintendent's office between fixed 
hours. 

Every precaution is taken to insure good treatment to the inmates. 
The establishment is visited almost daily by some member of the 
Committee, who examines the condition of the various institutions, 
and hears any complaint of inmates. The addresses of all the mem- 
bers of the Board are posted in a conspicuous place, and the Warden 
is required to furnish writing facilities to any inmate who may 
desire them. In the mode of conveying food to the various wards, 
and in the table service of the inmates, great improvements have 
been made, and your Committee believe that there is now in this 
respect no just ground for complaint. 

The school on Ward's Island has now for many years been estab- 
lished as a Grammar School of the city. All children in the estab- 
lishment are required to attend it for a suitable short time daily, and 
with marked beneficial results. The Sunday schools for the religious 
instruction of the children have likewise received much attention 
from your Committee,' and have undoubtedly effected much good. 

The spiritual welfare of the inmates is carefully provided for. Two 
chaplains reside in the establishment, who regularly celebrate divine 
service and minister to the sick and dying, and who are empowered 
to summon to their aid from time to time such other religions ad- 
visers of any denomination as any inmate may desire. There are 
two chapels for Catholics and Protestants, sufficiently ample to accom- 
modate all the inmates and officials of the. institution. These have 
been thoroughly renovated during the year. 

Many repairs and improvements have been made to the buildings 
comprising the establishment. Several of the older wards have been 
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enlarged and provided with bath-rooms, water-closets, and wash- 
basins. The nursery building has been strengthened by large iron 
rods under the roof. The lavatory of the Male Refuge has been 
furnished with forty new wash-basins and fixtures and the heating 
arrangements greatly improved. In the Laundry the tanks and 
stationary tubs have been put in complete order, and several hy- 
draulic washing-machines introduced. 

Over one thousand feet of sea-wall have been erected on the water 
front of the grounds set apart for the new Lunatic Asylum, and 
nearly two acres of land thus reclaimed, which is now being filled in. 
This sea-wall will be continued around all the lands of the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration on Ward's Island, so far as their right 
extends. 

The Warden's office has been famished with a letter-box for the 
reception, and a letter-case of twenty-six compartments for the dis- 
tribution of inmates' letters. 

• 

A new stable has also been erected on the main land, at the foot 
of One Hundred and Tenth street, for the accommodation of mem- 
bers of the Board and visitors to the Island. 

Much trouble has been experienced in repressing that refractory 
spirit, which, among large bodies of men living in comparative idle- 
ness, and under a discipline which, of necessity, Gannot be severe, is 
almost certain at times to show itself. The usefulness of the estab- 
lishment, and the welfare and happiness of the vast majority of those 
who avail themselves of its benefits, imperatively demand that 
means should be at hand to check and punish any disorderly mani- 
festation. For this purpose four cells have been constructed in the 
basement of the New Hospital, for the confinement of fractious 
inmates. 

It has been the policy of your Committee to endeavor, so far as 
possible, to furnish mental as well as physical occupation for those 
under their charge. With this view the Library and Reading-room 
have been refitted, and the sum of $200 appropriated for the pur- 
chase of books and periodicals, for the use of the inmates. Various 
donations of books have, likewise been received, including one

from the Irish Emigrant Society, of 14ff voltrmes, of the value of 
$150, and another from Mr. E. Steiger, of New York, of 28 volumes. 
The number of volumes now m the Library is 33(5, which will be 
increased, when the appropriation has been fully expended, to 
about MO; This feature of the institution your Committee believes 
is now on a more flourishing basis than ever before. 

It is in contemplation to erect gas-works on the Island, an im- 
provement the necessity of which has long been felt. Specifications 
have been received for this purpose, and the work will lie commenced 
so soon as more pressing needs are provided for. 

The customary annual visit of the Irish Emigrant and German 
Societies to the institutions was made on the 15th of September. 
After a careful inspection of the hospitals and other buildings, the 
expression as to their condition and management, by the members 
of the Societies, was one of general satisfaction. 

For some time past it has seemed desirable, fbr public reasons, 
that certain lands on Ward's Island, owned respectively by the 
Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction and the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration, should be exchanged. By the act of March 
25, 1868, entitled "An act to authorize the exchange of public 
property for public uses," etc., which will be found in the Appendix, 
such an exchange was authorized, and during the past year arranged 
on a basis satisfactory to both Commissions. Mr. Charles O'Con- 
nor and Mr. Gustave Schwab were appointed appraisers for the 
Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction and the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration respectively, and agreed upon a basis of ex- 
change, which has been accepted and is fully set forth in the Ap- 
pendix. By this arrangement the Commissioners of Emigration will 
cede to the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction a little 
over thirty acres of land, lying to the south-east and east of the 
island, and valued at $104,200, and receive in return about twenty- 
four acres of land, situated to the north-east and east of Ward's 
Island, valued at $104,700, with all buildings and erections in either 
case. The exchange will have the effect of joining the lands of the 
Board and increasing the efficiency and facility of their hospital ser- 
vice. 
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In concluding this their first annual report, the Ward's Island 
Committee desire to say that the present efficiency and good order 
of the establishment are in a great measure attributable to the 
watchful zeal of the Warden, Leonard R. Welles, and his energetic 
Deputy, John D. Krehbiel, and to their prompt and intelligent exe- 
cution of the orders of your Committee. The thanks of the Commis- 
sion are also due to the Medical Board for the skill and fidelity with 
which they have discharged their onerous duties.

Your Committee beg leave to call the attention of the Board to 
the fact that they came into office on May 2 of the year for which 
they are rendering account, and at that date the hereto appended 
statement (marked A) of cash assets was furnished them and submit- 
ted to your Board June 7, showiog a total at that date of $326,414.68, 
and that with a falling off of $117,526 in the receipts of the Commis- 
sion from its main source of revenue, by a decline in the number of 
arrivals of 4^,819, we are yet enabled to render you as above a state- 
ment exhioiting cash assets on hand this day of $356,563,88. 

Your Committee further ask attention to the fact that, by the in- 
troduction of the system of double-entry book-keeping, we are enabled 
to present you with a balance-sheet of the books exhibiting all the 
property of the Commission, and we ask you to compare the condi- 
tion of the accounts of the Department with that found by us on 
taking office. 

We refer you to the report of the accountant who examined the 
books as kept under our predecessors, presented to you May 26, 
1870. The value and necessity of a thorough system of double-entry 
book-keeping, as therein recommended, has been justified by the 
existence of one item alone, of cash noted in the receipts as standing 
to the credit of the Vice-President of the late Board, $4,217.08, the 
result of errors which could not have escaped earlier notice and rec- 
tification under a proper system of accounts. Again, there exists 
• with the Emigrant Savings Bank two separate accounts of moneys 

* This has, by resolution of the Board, January 6, 1871, been transferred to the Tenth National 
Sank at 5 per cent, interest per annnm. • 
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on deposit, both extending back many years, one of them being the 
Inmates' Fund Account (the moneys belonging to inmates of 
your institution at Ward's Island) amounting December 31, 1870, to 
$7,529.07; the other, entitled "The Orphans' Account," being sums 
of money in the hands of the Commission for the benefit of children 
orphaned in your institutions, amounting to $2,202.25 — together 
$9,781.32. Much the larger part of this sum is undoubtedly accrued 
interest, but from bad, almost no book-keeping at all, it will be a 
labor of many weeks, perhaps months, to go over such record of it 
as has been kept, and properly separate the ownership. 

Similar remarks apply to certain moneys found here, and which 
were reported on to your Board by this Committee in their report of 
August 30. Gold, and silver, and bank-notes which had become 
depreciated in value, were found and sold, realizing the sum of 
$356.36, which was credited in your books to supposed owners recog- 
nizable only by slips of paper pinned to each amount, and covering a 
period of time from 1857 to 1861. 

The serious fault of separating the responsibility for the money 
matters of the Commission amongst different departments has now 
been rectified, and the office of the Treasurer and the books of that 
department are held to an accountability for an accounting of all 
the moneys which come into the hands of the Commission. 

Legal proceedings are pending against the Broadway Bank to 
recover a claim for interest on the average daily cash balances of this 
Commission in their hands for the years 1868 and 1869 and to May 
2, 1870. 

Your Committee would beg leave to call attention to the repre- 
sentations made in former annual reports by this Commission con- 
cerning their claim on the State for payments of interest made by 
them for the past eleven years, on a bond and mortgage for two 
hundred thousand dollars, covering the property at Staten Island 
formerly occupied as a Marine Hospital, and all of the property of 
the Commissioners of Emigration on Ward's Island, at the time of 
the execution of the mortgage. 

Since 1858, although the Commissioners of Emigration have 
received no benefit from the lands at Staten Island, and, although 
the State has sold those lands, and in accordance with the report of 
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the Comptroller, the Legislature, by an act approved April 22, 1867 
assnmed one hundred and fifty thousand dollars as their just propor- 
tion of this debt ; yet this Commission has continued to pay the 
interest on the whole amount, although three quarters of it was 
debt incurred in support of the Marine Hospital, and acknowledged 
as such by the legislature. It is, therefore, respectfully submitted 
that the interest on this sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars should be refunded by the State to the Commissioners of 
Emigration, in order that the money thus temporarily diverted may 
be applied to the pui-poses for which it was granted by the legis- 
lature.

Sir— I have the honor to submit the following tables, completing the report of 
the Boarding Station for the year ending December 31, 1870. 

Table 1 shows the number of passengers brought by steam and sailing vessels from 
the various ports and the comparative mortality and births on the voyages. Table IL 
contains the arrivals of each month ; table HL, the consignees of steamships, and the 
number of passengers, births, and deaths on vessels of this class. Table IV. gives the 
names of steamers and their ports of departure, the number of their trips, passengers, 
births, and deaths, together with a recapitulation of the foregoing tables* Table V. 
shows the mortality on vessels in which small-pox made its appearance, and the num- 
ber of patients sent to hospital from suoh vessels; table VL, the mortality in vessels 
upon which any sickness broke out, with the number of cases transferred from Quaran- 
tine to Ward's Island. Table VlL exhibits the percentage of mortality on vessels from 
various ports ; table VIII,, the relative mortality of adults and children; and table 
IX., the accidental deaths on shipboard.

Sib— I have the honor to submit herewith my Annual Report of the business trans- 
acted at the Information Bureau for friends of arriving emigrants during the year 
1870. 

The whole number of emigrant passengers (aliens and citizens) landed at Castle 
Garden during the past year was 222,175, who arrived in 542 vessels ; 208,468, or 91.57 
per cent., coming by 485 steamships, and 18,712, or 8.43 per cent., by 107 sailing ves- 
sels. 

Of the whole number of arrivals, 25,481, or 11.47 per cent., were delivered or sent to 
their friends or relatives ; 22,750 of those so delivered, or 89.28 per cent., having ar- 
rived in steamships, and 2,731, or 10.72 per cent., in sailing vessels. 

Of the emigrants arrived during . the last five years the percentage delivered to 
friends, through the agency of this Bureau, rates as follows :

Among the 25,481 delivered to their friends or relatives in 1870 were 672 children 
under sixteen years of age, who arrived either by themselves or in charge of, others 
than their parents. 17,284 emigrant passengers, or 67.83 per cent, of the total number 
delivered, went from this Bureau with their friends to the cities of New York, Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, andHoboken, while 8,197, or 32.17 per cent., passed through to the 
country. 

Among the persons who applied to this Bureau during the past year for the purpose 
of receiving arriving emigrants were 3,025 husbands who received their wives and 
families, 272 wives who received their husbands and, in some oaseB, their children also, 
781 parents who received their children, 991 children who received their parents, and 
8,888 brothers and sisters who received their brothers and sisters.

Sir — Annexed you will find an exhibit in detail of the business transacted by this 
bureau during the year 1870. 

On examination you will see that the amount of money received ($67,838.64) in 
1870, to be used in forwarding emigrants to their destination inland, falls considerably 
short of the amount received ($92,165.04) in 1869 for the same purpose. From this you 
might probably infer that the business transacted by this Bureau in 1870 has been much 
less than that transacted in 1869. This is not the case, as the number of passengers 
forwarded by this Bureau in 1870 bears a higher proportion to the number arrived 
than the number forwarded in 1869 does to the number arrived that year. The seem- 
ing disproportion of the numbers of passengers forwarded in 1870 and 1869, when 
compared with the amounts respectively received in these two years, can be easily ex- 
plained. It has been the usage, prior to the 1st of August last, to open all letters and 
express packages received here and supposed to be intended for emigrants, whether 
addressed to the Commissioners, to their Superintendent, to their Treasurer, or to the 
emigrants themselves, and to record the amount, if any, contained therein on our 
books. Had this usage been continued during the whole of 1870, my report would 
show at least as large an amount received in 1870 as in 1869. On the 1st of August, 
1870, the Chairman of the Castle Garden Committee decided that thereafter all letters 
and packages received here and addressed to the emigrants themselves should not be 
opened, but should be delivered to the parties to whom they were addressed. 

The number of letters and packages received last year exceeded that received in the 
former by 337. Sinoe the 1st of August, 1870, 1,090 letters and packages were received 
and delivered unopened to the parties to whom they were addressed. 

The falling off in the amount received last year, as compared with that received in 
1869, is also partially attributable to the fact that a considerable portion of the money 
which up to the beginning of 1870 had been sent through this Bureau has since been 
remitted through the telegraph office. The European war, by checking emigration, 
has also tended to reduce the receipts of this Bureau. Notwithstanding this decrease, 
the larger number of emigrants forwarded at their own expense in 1870, as compared 
with 1869, has almost equalized the aggregates of emigrants forwarded by the Bureau 
in these years. 

In the latter part of the year, under the supervision of the Chairman of the Castle 
Garden Committee, important changes in the working of the Bureau have been intro- 
duced, which, together with others now in contemplation, will extend its usefulness and 
make it an important agent in diffusing the benefits which the Commission confers 
upon those who seek a home in this country.

Sib — Herewith 1 beg leave to report the operations of this Bureau during the past 

The accompanying tables set forth the number and nationality of emigrants sent by 
this Bureau to the Hospitals and Refuge on Ward's Island, also the causes for which 
they were sent, the years of their arrival in this country, etc. 

The total number admitted during the year 1870 was 14,196, which was largely in 
excess of the preceding two years, showing an increase of 2,726 over the year 1869, and 
of 2,683 over 1868. 

Among those admitted, 5,226 were emigrants who had just landed and were await- 
ing funds or information from their friends to proceed to their respective destinations. 

Two hundred and fifty-eight emigrants, suffering from small-pox, were sent to the 
Small-pox Hospital, on Blackwell's Island, and twenty-three oases of relapsing fever 
to the Hospital on Hart's Island. 

Also 894 persons were admitted during the year to the Temporary Hospital con- 
nected with this Bureau, most of whom were subsequently transferred to Ward's Island.

1.— NUMBER AND CHARACTER OF ENGAGEMENTS. 

From January 1 to December 81 the Labor Bureau procured employment for 27,V12 
emigrant*, viz., 17,857 males and 10,065 females.

Of the males, 3,186 were mechanics, 14,671 agricultural and common laborers. Of 
the females, 306 were skilled laborers," and 9,749 were common house servants.

Among the above were 353 families, consisting of 991 persons. 

New York and New Jersey have absorbed 90 per cent, of all the emigrants whom 
the Labor Bureau has furnished with employment. 

The decided decrease in the number of engagements of unskilled laborers effected 
by the agency of the Bureau in the past year may be largely attributed to the inac- 
tivity prevalent in the construction of railways in the neighboring States and such 
works as afford employment- on a large scale. During the fall and winter, in particular, 
we have not had a single order for railroad laborers, while in the corresponding seasons of 
1869 we received numerous applications for large numbers. The increasing influx of 
Chinese is doubtless to some extent another cause of the scarcity of engagements. 
Within the last few months many laundries and factories of various articles, the 
production of which involves only simple processes, have commenced to employ Chinese 
workmen in lieu of European laborers of both sexes. # 

The Bureau has from the foregoing causes been overstocked with applicants for 
employment throughout the summer and winter months. On the contrary, there has 
been a marked deficiency of skilled labor. The Bureau is constantly in receipt of 
orders for farmers and mechanics which it is unable to execute, and the engagements 
effected by this office in these provinces of labor in 1870 exhibit a falling of 2,500 from 
the figures of the preceding year. Swedish farmers are frequently sought for ; and the 
supply of weavers, especially of females, is wholly inadequate to the large demand. 
This general dearth of skilled workmen is chiefly due to the European war. Germany 
had for some years furnished a majority of the artisans who found employment 
through this offioe, and this source of supply has been almost wholly cut off daring the 
past six months, without any falling off in the orders received such as has been 
noticed in relation to unskilled labor. 

A pressing need for emigrant labor continues to exist in the Southern States. 
Letters from employers in every quarter- ef the South pour' into the Bureau ; but most 
ef their offers are declined. The emigrant is often unable and always reluctant to 
pay his travelling expense*, or to support himself and farm on shares after reaching his 
destination, and this is what the Southern- employer commonly expects. 

The vast majority of the emigrants are natives of the northern latitudes of Europe, 
and the history of emigration in all countries proves the aversion of emigrants to 
change their climate. They avoid a soil, temperature, and scenery that may remind 
them of their expatriation. To overoome their natural yearnings strong inducements

must be offered by the South. When the large estates are divided into modest free- 
holds ; when there are numerous practical farmers ready to offer their few hands a 
home on terms of social equality ; when fixed wages are given instead of prospective 
shares, and liberal arrangements are made by associations and individuals for the trans- 
portation and settlement of laborers— the emigrant may more frequently be diverted 
from those States whose soil, climate, and social institutions make them his natural 
choice. Quasi-feudal establishments may dazzle, and masses of fellow-workmen may 
attract the negro, but both are repulsive to the European emigrant who wishes to assert 
his individuality, and who fancies that political should involve social equality.

8.— COMPLAINTS. 

Whatever may be the cause, complaints of employees against employees, and vice 
versa, have been more numerous this year than last; In every instance due oppor- 
tunity was allowed both parties for explanation, the penalty of exclusion from the 
benefits of the Labor Bureau being inflicted when warranted by the offence. 
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During the past year 241 letters have been written to employers with reference to 
unjust detention of wages. 

Many of the complaints were found on investigation to be without any just founda- 
tion, while most of the well-grounded olaims were promptly settled through the in- 
strumentality of the Bureau. 

In cases where employers refused to discharge their obligations, legal proceedings 
were taken on behalf of the employees, and payment compelled.

General Remarks. 

Being aware of the faot that the Commissioners of Emigration feel a deep interest 
in all emigrants cared for by the several counties of the State, I respectfully furnish 
the following relative to their care and treatment at Albany Alms-house. 

In May last Mayor Thacher nominated, and the Common Council unanimously 
confirmed, Mr. George Hoxsie as Overseer of the Poor in place of William L. Osbom, 
whose term of office expired. Subsequently Mr. Owen Golden was nominated and 
unanimously confirmed as Superintendent of the Alms-house in place of L. M. Rodgers 
resigned. No better selections could possibly have been made. Both stand high in the 
estimation of our community. The gentle and humane manner in which Mr. Hoxsie 
treats the poor, including the emigrants, proves him a gentleman possessed of a kind 
and generous heart, who fully appreciates the necessities of suffering humanity. His 
assistant, Mr. Owen McDermott, who gives his attention to the Emigrant Depart- 
ment, is unusually kind to them. 

Heretofore Mr. Owen Golden, Superintendent of the Alms-house, has held high 
and responsible positions in public offices with honor and credit to himself and to 
the entire satisfaction of all classes of citizens. He is a humane and kind-hearted 
gentleman of large experience, who enjoys the good will of our community. The poor 
emigrants, who may by force of circumstances come under his care, certainly will re- 
ceive kind treatment, good wholesome food, and plenty of it.

Sir — I herewith transmit to yon the statistics of this Institution for the year 1870, 
showing the number of admissions and discharges, births and deaths, the sex, age, and 
nativity, ports sailed from, and year of arrival of those admitted, also the weekly aver- 
age number of inmates during the year, and the amount of produce raised upon the 
farm and garden, with its value. 

The past year has been marked by the large number of j admissions, and no report 
since the organization of the Board will show so many received and cared for as the 
present one. 

The total number oared for during the year was 16,601, an excess over last year 
of 2,690, and over the year 1854 (hitherto the heaviest year) of 651. 

Thus the Institution has been, notwithstanding the reduced immigration of the 
year, taxed to its utmost capacity to provide for the large number admitted. 

A gratifying feature, which the Physician's Report will more fully notice, U the 
small percentage of mortality in the Hospitals ; the total number of deathB being 497 
for the year— 99 less than in 1869, and 206 less than in 1868. 

The number admitted during the year was 14,195, being an excess of 2,724 over 
1869. The weekly average number of inmates for the year was 1,609, constituting an 
excess of 225 over the corresponding average in 1869. The records of the three winter 
months show that 3,210 males and 712 females were admitted to the Institution, most 
of whom were sent to the Refuge Department. The recent order of the Board com- 
pelling all able-bodied males to labor will materially reduce the number of applicants 
for aid on the plea of destitution, 
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The repairs and improvements of the buildings and grounds during the year are as 
follows : In the basement of the Male Refuge or Barracks, extensive washing accom- 
modations have been erected, consisting of 40. wash-basins and fixtures, and the heat- 
ing apparatus has been changed so as to warm the apartment more thorouglily. The 
wards for convalescent insane patients have been supplied with bath-rooms, water- 
closets, and wash-basins, and the buildings known as Male Surgical Wards and Fe<- 
male Fever Wards have been enlarged, and to eaoh have been added the above-men- 
tioned improvements. 

The Nursery building, which, it was feared, was insecure from the weight of the 

roof, has been strengthened by large iron rods passing across it at the base of the roof, 

• ,i 

The wash-house has been provided with three large washing-machines, thus reliev- 
ing the hand labor, and largely increasing the efficiency of this department. The . 
water tanks and stationary tubs haVe also been repaired and improved. 

The grounds set apart for the erection of the new Lunatic Asylum have been in- 
closed on the water-front by the construction of a sea-wall 1,040 feet in length, con- 
taining 60,000 cubic feet of stone, and reclaiming nearly two acres of land, which ia 
now being filled in by the labor of the male inmates of the Refuge. 

To facilitate the transportation of patients to and from their city residences, a 
commodious stable has been constructed at the foot of One Hundred and Tenth street, 
opposite the Island /steamboat landing ; a large amount of rook has also been removed 
from the field in the rear of the BarraokB building. The administrative affairs of the 
Island have been changed by the introduction of a complete set of books, showing in 
detail all supplies purchased for the Island, with their oost. The Institution has been 
divided into the Hospital, Refuge, and Insane Departments, and an account opened 
with each of the three. The cost of each department is thus ascertained and a 
monthly report made of the same. 

The condition of the insane has been much improved by the separation of the 
quiet and convalescent ones from the more noisy and troublesome. 

The report of the Physician will show in detail the good effect of this, change. 

The foregoing changes and improvements have been made by the direction of 
your Committee, to whom, with yourself, I am under personal obligations for courte- 
sies and kindness. 

The cordial good- will and co-operation of all the Medical Staff has been of great 
service to me, and I bear testimony to their faithful and earnest devotion to their 
duties.

PHYSICIAN-IN-CHIEF'S REPORT. 



New York State Emigrant Refuge and Hospital, > 
Ward's Island, January 10, 1871. , ) 

To the President and Board of Commissioners of Emigration : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit the subjoined Annual Report of this In- 
stution for the year ending 81st December, 1670. 

By the annexed statistics it will be seen that there were

The statistics of the Lunatic Asylum are not included in the above numbers. I 
shall subsequently allude to it 

The Refuge or Dispensary Department, including the Nursery, is visited daily 
by a physician, and all persons needing advice or medicine are prescribed for — an 
advantage of which they often avail themselves in large numbers. 

In this Department 58 infants in charge of their mothers died, and these added to 
the Hospital deaths will make a death-rate on the [number treated in Hospital of 6.05 
per cent * 



y 
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There were 534 cases of typhoid, 27 of typhus, and 139 of relapsing fever treated. 

There were 58 deaths from typhoid and typhus, the mortality among those affected 
being about 10.33 per cent. No death resulted from relapsing fever. 

In the Obstetric Department, 471 women gave birth to 479 children, 447 were born 
alive, and 32 were still-born or died immediately after birth. Thirty-five women were 
admitted shortly after delivery ; in all 482. Of these one died of exhaustion after 
haemorrhage, one of Eclampsia and heart disease, one of acute dysentery, and three of 
puerperal fever. Two of the latter were delivered on board of ship and brought the 
disease here and communicated it to the third. All three died within a few days of 
each other. Fortunately the disease was checked, and we had not another case of it 

Malarial and typhoid fevers, dysentery, and diarrhoea, were the prevalent diseases 
of the year. Of scarlatina, measles, and infantile diseases, we had the ordinary 
amount, but no epidemic of any kind. Our mortality is lees than it has been for sev- 
eral years. 

The foregoing exhibit, will, I think, compare favorably with that of any other In- 
stitution of the kind in the world, and is creditable, gentlemen, to your administration. 

These gratifying results are, I believe, in a great measure consequent on the lib- 
eral and generous dietary introduced by you the last year. It is more satisfactory to 
the participants, who now know the quality and quantity of the articles they should get ; 
and if these are defective in either respect they unhesitatingly apply for redress to some 
member of your Committee, whom they can find on the grounds almost daily. Indeed 
I think this facility of complaining is such a source of satisfaction and gratification to 
many that more avail themselves of it than otherwise would. 

The wards are clean, orderly, and furnished with all necessary supplies. 

The bath-rooms and water-closets attached to the fever and surgical wards will, 
when finished, be a great comfort and convenience which was long needed. 

My thanks are due to the Warden, L. B. Welles, Esq., and his deputy, Colonel J. 
D. KrehbieL, for the aid they have rendered me in discharging my duties. 

I feel pleasure in stating that my official relations with the Medical Board, indeed 
I may say with the whole Medical Staff, continue to be of the most amicable character. 

The Consulting Physician, Dr. Schilling, is always on hand, ready and willing to 
contribute his able advice and assistance when necessary. 

Dr. Philip Essroger, who was appointed Assistant Physician last May, in place of 
Dr. August Beimer resigned, is zealous and indefatigable in the discharge of his duties. 
He speaks several languages, and is of great service to me in that capacity as well as pro- 
fessionally. 

I am glad to state that the Apothecary, Mr. Bichard Stutterheim, still continues 
to perform his duties with his usual strictness and promptitude. 

In. conclusion allow me to thank your Honorable Board, not only for the personal 
kindness I have received, which I duly appreciate, but also for the unquestioned liber- 
ality with which it has supplied all my requisitions for the Institution.

To the President and Board of Commissioners of Emigration : 

Gentlemen— I have the honor to submit the Annual Report of the Surgical De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1870. 

The whole number of cases treated was 2,860, the number cured and discharged 
2,062, and the number of deaths 32, giving a percentage of only 1.84 on the whole num- 
ber treated. 

Considering the acute and malignant type of many of the diseases, so small a mor- 
tality is without parallel, and is worthy of record. 

I am happy to state that, notwithstanding the excessive heat of the past summer, 
the Department has been exempt from those epidemics, such as Erysipelas, Hospital 
Gangrene, etc., to which surgical patients in large hospitals are liable. 

The Refuge and Nursery having been much crowded with inmates, a number of 
cases of Purulent Ophthalmia appeared, but those were promptly controlled by active 
treatment, and in no instance has vision been impaired. The treatment of this scourge 
of Nursery Hospitals which I first introduced here many years ago speedily arrests 
this disease, and may be regarded as specific 

Several important surgical operations have been performed with successful results, 
and I may mention, in connection with operative surgery, that amongst the numerous 
cases in which chloroform has been administered in the practice of this Hospital no 
untoward or fatal result has ensued from its use. 

I must again allude, as in may last report, to the Verplanck Hospital (so called in 
honor of our late venerable and illustrious President), the isolated wards and hygienic 
perfections of which may stand as a model for hospital structure, in general, whether 
for medical, surgical, or insane patients. 

The 'general condition of the Department during the year has been good, and 
will be still more improved when the additions of bath-rooms, etc., now being made 
to the surgical wards, shall be completed. These additions have been long needed, 
and it is a source of gratification to me to find that what has been so long desirable 
is now, through the energy and solicitude of the Ward's Island Committee, about to 
accomplished

The increased and more generous diet table adopted recently will also be most 
beneficial and salutary, for it must be remembered that many t>f the patients are 
broken down by want and exposure before applying for admission. 

The plan now in operation of transporting the patients by steamboat from Castle 
Garden to the Hospital is much more advantageous than the former mode of convey- 
ance in vans by a long journey over uneven streets, whioh fatigued and depressed the 
sick, many of whom were prostrated by disease or injury.

The Warden, Mr. Leonard B. Welles, has cordially co-operated with me in all 
matters connected with the hygiene and discipline of the Hospital. 

My thanks are due to Dr. Dwyer, who has been so long connected with me in the 
management of the Surgical Department, for the zealous assiduity and ability with 
which he has discharged the responsible and unremitting duties devolving upon him.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN OF INSANE ASYLUM. 



New York State Emigrant Hospital, I 

Asylum for the Insane, Ward's Island, January 1, 1871. j 

Hon. Richard O'Gorman, 

President of the Board of Commissioners of Emigration : 

Herewith I beg to present to your Honorable Board the statistics of the Ward 1 a 
Island Hospital for the Insane from the 25th of July, on which day I first took charge 
of it, to the 31st of December, 1870. 

The first of the appended tables contains the general statistics for the whole year. 
^Table IL exhibits the general statistics for the period during whioh I had charge 
of this Department. 

Table HI. gives an account of the different forms of mental disease ; Table IV. 
shows the native countries; and Table V., approximately, the ages of those treated 
during my tenure of office. All the tables refer : to the whole number of patients 
treated ; to those discharged ; to those who died ; and to those remaining in the 
Institution at the end of the year. 

I should also have wished to present a synopsis of the occupations and family re- 
lations of the patients, as well as of the predisposing and exciting causes of their in- 
sanity, but the information I was able to gather on these subjects was so incomplete 
that it would furnish tables of no statistical value. 

Three persons (one female and two males) have been admitted who, after due ob- 
servation, could not be considered insane. I have not been able to ascertain the origin 
of the mistake which led to their admission. 

The causes of death in the ten cases which occurred were as follows :

Exhaustio a Melancholia 3 

Exhaustio a Mania. 1 

Paresis Generalis 3

Last summer's excessive heat has had, in my opinion, a most injurious influence 
upon the patients intrusted to my care. To this influence I ascribe the unusually 
large number of admissions of male in comparison with those of female patients ; the 
men, from the nature of their occupations, being more exposed to the intense heat and 
often also, through the abuse of alcohol and tobacco, more liable to suffer from an ex- 
ceedingly high temperature. I trace to the same sources the great number of cases (10 
females and 34 males) of that formidable complication of insanity called General Pare- 
sis — a disease from which there iB no recovery possible, and which, within a few years 
from its setting in, inevitably terminates fatally. 
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About the insufficient and defective accommodations of the building used at pres- 
ent as a Hospital for the Insane, enough, I believe, has been said informer Annual Re- 
ports by the experienced Physician-in-chief of the General Hospital. 

At the time when I entered upon my present duties the greatest evil was the over- 
crowded state of the Institution— 145 being congregated where hardly 120 could be 
properly accommodated. Very deplorable also was the impossibility of maintaining 
the necessary divisions between the different classes of patients. But great improve- 
ments have been effected in these respects since the Hospital Wards 21 and 22, vacant 
at the time of my accession to office, were assigned to the use of insane patients. An 
average of 15 inmates of each sex (convalescents and incurables who are harmless and 
able to work) have since been taken care of in these wards. 

It has been my constant endeavor to find suitable employment for patients of both 
sexes who are fit for work, and the farming and laborer's work of various kinds per- 
formed by the men, as well as the sewing, knitting, and other household work done by 
the women, has proved beneficial to themselves and profitable to your Institutions. 

I think it my duty to call the attention of your Honorable Board to the fact that 
a certain number of emigrants arriving at this port are either idiots, imbecile, or in- 
sane, and utterly incapable of ever providing for themselves. In many cases sufficient 
proof exists that such persons have been sent across the ocean by relatives or commu- 
nities with no other object than to relieve themselves from the burden of their support. 
I am not prepared at present to give the exact number of such cases, box the fact al- 
leged can easily be proved. Conspicuous among the countries frojm which New 
Tork receives so troublesome and even dangerous an addition to its population is 
Switzerland. 

• My best thanks are due to the Warden, Mr. Welles, and his Deputy, Colonel 
Krehbiel, for valuable counsel and assistance frequently tendered to me. 

Before closing my report, allow me to express to your Honorable Board my heart- 
felt gratitude for the unceasing and substantial aid given me in my endeavors to im- 
prove the condition of the poor insane emigrants, and for many proofs of confidence 
by which I have been greatly encouraged in the performance of the difficult task de- 
volving upon me.

At a meeting of the Board, held the same day, the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, The Commissioners of Emigration have learned 
with profound sorrow of the sudden death this day of their 
venerable and revered President, Gulian C. Verplanck ; and, 

Whereas, The long services of the deceased as member and 
President of this Board from its first organization in 1847, 
which he was foremost in promoting, renders it peculiarly 
fitting that his associates should give their public testimony 
to their appreciation of his virtues and their sorrow for his 
loss; therefore, 

Resolved, That in the death of Gulian C. Verplanck the 
cause of emigration has lost one of its staunchest and ablest 
supporters, and the emigrant a benevolent, wise, and zealous 
friend. 

Resolved, That while, next to his kindred, his loss will be 
most directly felt by that cause to which the last twenty-three 
years of an honorable and honored life were devoted, and 
by those whose privilege it has been to be his associates and 
co-workers in that labor of love, it is scarcely less keen to 
his country, which loses in him a son who honored her by the 
possession of every virtue — a sagacious statesman, a wise law- 
giver, a polished scholar, a mature thinker, a graceful writer, 
a patriotic citizen — one who served her in every sphere and 
adorned each station that he filled. 

Resolved, That this Commission, in respect to the memory 
of the deceased, will attend his funeral in a body, and will* 
direct the closing of its offices for business on that day. 



BY-LAWS 



OF THE 



COMMISSIONERS OF EMIGRATION. 



ARTICLE I. 

OF MEETINGS AND OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. 

1. The regular meetings of the Commissioners of Emigration will be held on Thurs- 
day of every fortnight, at two o'clock p.m., at their office at Castle Garden, or at Castle 
Garden and Ward's Island alternately, and at such hours as the Board may from time 
to time direct. 

2. The annual meeting will take place on the second Thursday of February in each 
year, at which meeting a President shall be chosen by ballot, who shall hold his office 
for one year, and until his successor shall be duly elected. 

3. When the office of the President 'shall become vacant during the period for whioh 
he was elected, it shall be filled by a new election for the unexpired term ; in the ab- 
sence of the President, the Commissioners shall elect a President pro tern. 

4. Special meetings of the Commissioners may at any time be called by the Presi- 
dent, and the time therefor designated by him. Notice of such special meetings shall 
be given to the Commissioners at least one day previous, unless some particular exi- 
gency shall render a shorter notice necessary. 

5. Upon the requisition, in writing, of three Commissioners, the Seoretary shall call 
a meeting at the time and place designated in suoh requisition. 



ARTICLE H 

of tse Duties of the officebs of the board. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Commissioners, and shall pre- 
serretorder therein ; he shall appoint the Standing Committees of the Board, and the 
presiding officer of all special committees, unless otherwise directed in the order for 
their appointment.

ARTICLE HI 

OF THR QUORUM AMD ORDER OF BUBU i R — . 

1. Six Commissioners shall constitote a quorum of the Board for the transaction of 



2. The order of business at the regular meetings shall be as follows, and not be 
ponded except by consent of two thirds of the Commissioners present : 

L The reading of the minutes. 

2. Reports from Standing Committees in their order. 

3. Reports from Special Committees. 

4. Reports or communications from the State, City, and County authorities, or from 
the departments, institutions, or officers under the government df the Board. 

5. Miscellaneous communications. 
& Motions and resolutions. 

4. The yeas and nays on all subjects shall be recorded upon the requirement of two 
Commissioners but not otherwise. 

5. Hie meetings of the Board shall be regulated by parliamentary usage ; the Presi- 
dent or presiding officer shall decide every point of order arising, but his decision may be 
appealed from, and on such appeal shall be sustained or overruled by a vote of a 
majority of the Commissioners present. 

& In case of any vacancy by death, resignation, or otherwise among the members 
designated under the law, the Board shall proceed to fill such vacancy for the unexpired 
term, and the person receiving a majority of the votes cast shall be deemed elected a 
member of the Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OV THB 8TAHDING OOMMHTRRt. 

1. At the first regular meeting of the Board, after his election, the President shall 
annually appoint standing committees, with the titles, duties, and number of members, 
respectively, hereinafter set forth, viz. : 

The Castle Garden Committee, to consist of seven members. 

The Ward's Island Committee, to consist of seven members. 
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The Finance Committee, to consist of five members, 

2. All vacancies in any of the Standing Committees shall be filled by the President. 

3. The Departments at Castle Garden and Ward's Island shall be visited by the 
respective Committees (to whose charge they are assigned) at least once a week, and 
oftener when occasion requires ; and the Committees shall report at each regular meet- 
ing the condition of the Institutions. 

4. The financial condition of the Commission shall be submitted to the Chairman of 

the Finance Committee for his examination and approval on the Tuesday preceding the 

regular meeting of the Board, by the Treasurer, who shall also prepare copies of said 

statement for the members of the Board, to be laid before them at the meeting. 

^^ • 

5. The Ward's Island and Castle Garden Committees shall be empowered to put in 

force suitable rules and regulations for the government of the officers and employes 
under their charge. 

6. All reports from Committees shall be recorded and filed, or printed, as may be 
directed by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

OF DISBURSEMENT, DISCIPLINE, ETC. 

1. These By-laws may be amended by the concurrence of seven of the Commis- 
sioners, at a regular meeting, after notice of such amendment given at the last previ- 
ous regular meeting ; such notice, with the proposed amendment, to be given in writ- 
ing to each member of the Board. 

2. The manner of disbursing the funds of the Commission shall be as follows : A 
warrant for the amount of the bill or bills examined and approved by the Finance Com- 
mittee, and passed by the Board, shall be signed by six of the Commissioners, and ad- 
dressed to the City Chamberlain, directing him to transfer from the Commutation 
Fund, to the credit of the President, the amount called for in the warrant against 
which the checks may be drawn. 

3. All checks must be signed by the President (in whose name the account in the 
bank shall be kept) and two of the Commissioners, and drawn to the order of the 
party receiving the money. 

4. On a motion to remove any officer, the question shall be taken by yeas and nays. 
And when an office or place under the Board is to be filled, the question on appoint- 
ment shall be taken by yeas and nays (except in the election of (President, which shall 
be by ballot) ; a majority of the votes cast shall in all cases be necessary for a choice, 
and all appointments continue during the pleasure of the Board. 

5. The Standing Committees, or any member thereof, or the executive officer of the 
Board is authorized, in case of neglect or dereliction of duty or bad conduct, to sus- 
pend such officer or person so charged, until the next meeting of the Board after such 
suspension, and its action thereon ; and in cases of positive gross bad conduot of any 
officer in presence of, or to the positive knowledge of, any member of the Board, such 
member shall have like power to suspend any officer until the next meeting of the 
Board, and its action thereon. 

6. The President of this Board shall be a member of all committees, with the right 
to vote. 
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7. All orders and resolutions of the Board, and of the several Standing Committees, 
shall be transmitted and carried into effect by and through the executive officer of the 
Department at Castle Garden, whose title shall be the Superintendent, and who shall, 
under the direction of the Standing Committee, have the control and supervision of 
the various bureaux at Castle Garden. 

He shall also, when required thereto by the Committees or by the Board, visit the 
Institutions at Ward's Island, or the agencies throughout the State, and make report 
at the next (regular) meeting thereafter. 

8. All requisitions for supplies shall be transmitted on the Tuesday preceding the reg- 
lar meeting of the Board to the Chairman of the several Standing Committees, for their 

' approval and signature. In the absence of the Chairman, the said requisitions shall be 
signed by such member of the Committee as he may designate. 

9. The meetings of the Board of Commissioners of Emigration shall be declared 
open to the public press. 

ARTICLE VI 

Or THE ORGANIZATION OP THE OFFICERS. 

1. The Chief Officers of the Commissioners of Emigration shall be 

A General Superintendent and Secretary. 

A Deputy Superintendent. 

A Treasurer. 

A Chief Boarding Officer. 

A " Clerk of the Landing Bureau. 

A " " " Information Bureau. 

A " " " Forwarding 

A " 4l " Ward's Island Bureau. 

A " " " Labor 

A Medical Officer. 

A Warden of Ward's Island. 

A Deputy Warden. 

A Storekeeper. 

A Chief Surgeon. 

A " Physician. 

A Consulting Physician. 

The officers and employes under control of the Commissioners of Emigration shall 
be organized as follows : 

There shall be two departments, to be designated respectively as the Castle Garden, 
or Landing Department, which shall be under the general direction of the Castle Gar- 
den Committee ; and the Hospital, or Ward's Island Department, which shall be under 
the general direction of the Ward's Island Committee. 

2. The Landing Department shall be located at Castle Garden, and shall com- 
prise the offices thereto attached ; the Boarding Station at Quarantine ; and the various 
agencies in the State. 

It shall be under the immediate supervision and control of the Superintendent, sub- 
ject to the direction of the Castle'Garden Committee. 
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The business at the Landing Depot shall be apportioned among the following 
bureaux: 

The Executive Bureau, under the immediate charge of the Deputy Superintendent. 
In this bureau shall be transacted all the executive business of the Commission not 
pertaining to finance. Correspondence shall be conducted, complaints heard and in- 
vestigated, grievances remedied, and applications for relief received. 

. The Financial Bureau, in charge of a Treasurer, who shall keep all the accounts of 
the Commission. In this bureau all payments shall be made, and all moneys (other 
than as prescribed by law) shall be received and deposited in bank, etc. 

The Boarding Bureau, in charge of the Chief Boarding Officer, who shall board every 
passenger vessel on arrival at quarantine, and obtain all information relative to the 
voyage, and shall, without delay, make report of the number of passengers, and of 
births, deaths, etc. 

The Landing Bureau, in charge of a Chief Clerk, who shall direct the examination of 
all passengers on landing ; the proper registering of ttfeir names, nativities, and des- 
tinations ; attend to their correspondence, and 'exercise a supervision of the Board- 
ing-house Keepers, ^Railroad Employes, Brokers, etc., while transacting business in 
the Rotunda. 

The Information Bureau, in charge of a Chief Clerk, whose duty it will be to facili- 
tate parties in communicating with their emigrant friends. 

The Forwarding Bureau, in charge of a Chief Clerk, who shall attend to the forward- 
ing of all emigrants for whom money or orders for passage may be received. 

The Ward's Island Bureau, in charge of a Chief Clerk, who shall receive all appli- 
cations from sick and destitute emigrants for admission to Ward's Island, and for 
other relief, and shall record all admissions to and discharges from the Ward's Island 
Institutions, and make record of all emigrants becoming chargeable to the Commis- ' 
sion, and all cases reported for special bonds. 

The Hospital Bureau, in charge of an examining physician, whose duty it shall be 
to examine into the condition of emigrants on arrival, and all applicants for medical 
attendance or other relief, and certify their condition to the Superintendent. He shall 
also have charge of the temporary hospital at Castle Garden for the reception of emi- 
grant patients whom circumstances prevent being immediately transferred to Ward's 
Island 

The Labor Bureau, in charge of a Chief Clerk, who shall attend to procuring em- 
ployment for all emigrants applying therefor, and shall aid employers in obtaining 
labor. 

There shall be agencies at Albany, Utica, Rochester, Buffalo, Dunkirk, and Sus- 
pension Bridge, the duties appertaining to which shall be to protect and facilitate emi- 
grants in transit, and resident emigrants in obtaining employment and relief. 

The heads of these various bureaux and agencies shall be subject to the orders of 
the Superintendent, and shall make to him daily or monthly reports, as the case may 
be, of the operations of their respective bureaux. 

8. The Hospital Department shall be located at Ward's Island, and shall comprise 
the various hospitals, nurseries, and refuge buildings, and asylums therein situated. 
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It shall be under the direct supervision of the Warden of Ward's Island, who shall 
reside on the Island, and shall be subject to the direction of the Ward's Island Com- 
mittee. 

The business of the Hospital Department shall be apportioned among the following 
bureaux: 

The Executive Bureau, in charge of the Deputy Warden. 

Here all emigrants admitted to the Institution shall be received and their permit*-^ 
of admission examined— discharges shall be made out, requisitions drawn and supplies 
received and receipted for, and record kept of all inmates of the Island, property, cat- 
tle, tools, eta 5^ 

The Medical Bureau, in charge of a Chief Physician with as many assistants, resi- ^ 
dent on the Island, as may be required, and one consulting physician, who shall visits \ 
the hospitals daily. To this bureau shall be attached an apothecary shop in charge ol * 
a competent apothecary. \ 

The Surgical Bureau, in charge of a Chief Surgeon, who shall visit the hospital an * 
often as his services are required, and so many resident assistants as may be neoes- ^ . 
sary. The Chief Surgeon shall perform all capital operations. • 
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
